During the pa t y ea r t he land wher« * 
once stood 
the old fort erected at the 
outbrea k of the Bla ck Ha wk war in 
1832, was plowed up by J ohn Giles, 
This tract Of land is about one 
mile 
wouth of 
Shullsburg, 
near wha t is 
known as the “ Old Mea dow” and what 
wa- known as Gratiot Grove. Previous* 
to the Black Hawk war Gra tiot kept a 
trading post here, to which the Ind­ 
ians and miners for ma ny miles around 
Hocked to do their trading. 
At the outbrea k of the 
Indian war 
some of the old settler? - tell 
us that 
nea rly all 
the people in the lead re­ 
gion rushed into the different forts and 
blockhouses erected at this time for 
protection. 
Many fa milies moved into 
the fort and rema ined there until the 
ca pture of Bla ck Hawk. 
The settlement at Gratiot Grove in 
1851 was the most Important on 
the 
sta ge route between Ga lena and Chi 
cago. 
It consisted, we a re told, of sev­ 
eral furnaces, a couple of hotels and 
about 100 inha bita nt s. 
The 
hea vy 
rains, after tho ploughing this spring, 
washed to the surfa ce ma ny 
relics of 
the old fort and tra ding post. 
J ohn Eversoll, an 
invetera te relic 
hunter put In considera ble time dig­ 
ging and sea rching 
around 
in tho 
loosened earth and 
was rewa rded by 
finding a unique collection of 
Indian 
relics and rema ins from 
the old fort 
and 
post. 
His 
collection conta ins 
a mong other things severa l Indian a r­ 
row heads, a stone ha tchet and severa l 
other stone Implements, 
a 
string of 
Indian beads, severa l 
bullets, single 
ones and by twos and threes, fastened 
together just as they ca me from the 
mold, an old knife, fork and spoon, an 
old sty le reaping hook, a broilinp fork 
of unique design, 
no doubt used for 
cooking mea t over a ca mp fire. 
Also 
two buttons of very old design 
and a 
coin, a one cent piece, with the inscrip­ 
tion “ Millions for defense but not one 
cent for t r i bu t e . ’’ 
In 
the neighbor­ 
hood of this fort, we are told, one ma y 
still see the rema ins of an old 
Indian 
furnace and severa l 
Indian gra ves, 
which no doubt would be opened in a 
short time if pe r m i s s i on 
was granted. 
The finding of those Indian relics re­ 
ca lls to ma ny of the old settlors m em ­ 
ories of the good old 
da y s gone by 
when what we now c a l l 
Indian ^relics 
were a^ c o m m o n ; e 
the modern lire 
a rms and cooking utensils a re toda y .—

W ash i ugton’s S e lf• Forgetfu 1 ness: — 
In his youth W ashington was a roy­ 
alist of the royalists, over delighting to 
talk of his duty to his king. 
A t forty 
he was actively arrayed against the 
king tho every selfish interest would 
have prompted him to remain quiet. 
In brief the change of attitude amount­ 
ed to this—that he would rather fight 
for justice than live in p< ace with dis­ 
honor. 
W ashington was slow in m ak­ 


ing up his mind in regard to the eon- 
t st that was to be, but when once sure 
of his mind he was w illing to risk ev­ 
ery acre t hat he controlled and every 
dollar that he had. 
S till waters run 
deep, and W ashington, tho not a man 
of violent oratory, like P a trick H enry, 
nor of polished rhetoric and scholarly 
attainm ent like Jefferson, risked 
all 
when chosen by Congress as command­ 
er-in-chief, 
and 
he would not at any 
later date admit that the dispute was 
wrong, or that the method was wrong, 
or I hat the outcome was uncertain. 
Men of boundless enthusiasm at the be­ 
ginning of the quarrel came and went: 
tho complexion of Congress changed 
with almost every changing piece 
news. 
Men who with great nourishes 
of ink signed their names to the 
D ec­ 
laration of Independence. 
were with" 
in a few 
months bickering »among 
themselves and 
hindering 
the work 
of the 
very man 
whom they had 
chosen to lead the Am erican forces. 
But dispite the Congressional disputes, 
underhand cabals, disf ress within the 
camp or discouragemet ts outside in 
the country, quiet 
W ashington still 
held to his purpose, it seems as though 
it were a blending of the unreasoning 
tenacity of the English 
bulldog with 
the unmoved certainty of a prophet of 
good who with an ey< keener than the 
eyes of those around 
him could see 
thru the darkness and the discourage­ 
ments to a brighter and more perfect 
day. 
It is during these eight years 
that the mature minded W ashington 
takes on liis most inspiring form. 
As 
a young man he was full of the peculi­ 
arities of young men: as president and 
statesman hi- way was full of the diffi­ 
culties that come to greatness. 
But 
during these eight years when, hoping 
against hope, he led the forlorn, 
him ­ 
self forlorn, aud working against all 
sorts of untoward wordings, he toiled 
to build up an arm y only 
to see that 
arm y melt away again and 
then with 
courage began once more to toil to tho 
very self-same end, h<* shows us who 
know what it is to bear burdens just 
how much more courage and seif-for- 
getfulne-ts he had than 
the average 
man has. 
He seems to have become 
Impersonal in his feelings, for we can­ 
not deny that the insults to him 
were 
many, that the plottings against him 
were such that the normal impulse 
would have been to wash his hands of 
the whole affair and retire to the com­ 
fort and peace and joy of a country ex­ 
istence. 
Yet never did 
he for more 
than a single moment yield to the im ­ 
pulse to turn his bark on the cause he 
had espoused.
